Hallowell. During the great freshet of last 
year, which occasioned so much destruction 
of property on the Kennebec, the river was 
not more than two feet higher than it was 
when our paper went to press. It has now, 
however, probably reached its highest stage, 
except another fall of rain takes place imme- 
diately, of which we have some fears. The 
damage on the Kennebec, so far as we have 
yet heard, is pot very great, and consists 
chiefly in the loss of mill logs, large numbers 
of which are carried off. The gteatest des- 
truction has undoubtedly occurred on the 
tributary streams of the main river. In Pitts- 
ton, a large fulling mill, and grist mill, the 
property of Samuel Jewett, Esq. of this vil- 
lage, were entirely destroyed together with 
_all the machinery and stock, valued at rising 
$2000. In Bowdoinham, a saw and grist 
mill were destroyed. We learn that the bridge 
over Sheepscot river, between Alna and New- 
castle, was also destroyed. No further par- 
_ ticulars have yet come to our knowledge.
